The future of the select in- 
telligence investigating commit- 
K Plunged deeper into 
doubt today as the House Rules 
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been all but immobilized by the 
animosity between «* car- 
man Representative Lucien is 
Nedzi of Michigan, and most of; 
its other Democratic members. 

Thr« weeks ago. the com- 
mitee Democrats learned that 
Mr Nedzi had been briefed a 
year earlier on political * 
•nation attempts by the C.I.A. 
but, as head of a separate 
House subcommittee <*arge 
with' overseeing the agency 
had taken no steps to investi- 
gate the matter. 

» in an intramural committee 
move, the Democrats attempted 
•to strip Mr. Nedzi of much of 
•his power as chairman of the 
select panel. 

Mr. Nedzi tried to resign nis 
chairmanship, but his effort 
wasrejecied by the House. A 
resolution was introduced by 
Representative B. F. Sisk, Dcm- 
■ocrat of California, to abolish 
the select committee altogether. 

Today, the Rules Committee
